tA. Wo Lave at length a report of the 
State of feeling iu the South that t an be 
relied upon. We mean a report from 
some official authority, as the press has 
reported clearly enough, but unofficially, 
though its statement of the condition of 
things has been denied and diregarded. 
Tlio report of General firant. to which we 
refer, although characteristic!! I ly brief, is 
confirmatory of what the Southern news- 
papers have said, lie tells us that the 
•Southern States under coercion have giv- 
en up State* rights, which he defines to 
be the right of secession, for it would be 
folly in the Southern States lo give up 
entirely the right to manage their own 
nnUirs. although they may temporarily 
submit to what cannot be avoidel, the 
control exercised by the military and 
Kreedmen's Bureaus. They have also 
given up the institution of slavery, but 
have hardly, we fancy, given up the right 
t<> manage labor in their own States by 

thoir own laws. He says the presence of quire protection from the Government 



freedmau's mind does not seem to be dis- 
abused of the idea that the freedman has 
ihe right to live without care or provision 
lor the future. The effect of the belief iu 
tli>- division of lands, is idleness and th* 
accumulation in camps, towns and cities. 
In such cases, I think it will be found 
that vice and disease will tend to the ex- 
termination of the colored race. 

Here is set down, by a man whose word 
cannot lie doubted, the very consequences 
which were predicted to result from the 
radical plans. In place of industry, 
health and cleanliness, there is idleness, 
squalor, filth and debauchery. These are 
the blessings of Ireedom extended to the 
negro, and this is the use he makes of it. 
Speculations of a better state of things 
hereafter are of no use. They are only 
speculations, and founded on nothing 
but a vain hope that such improvement 
may come. There is the direct, glaring 
fact, certified to by the Lieatenant-G«n- 1 
eral of the armies, of the consequences of 
emancipation. 

Can we doubt it? I*> we not see the 
same thing here in Kentucky? Are not 
the*Southern papers filled with the same 
report ? Does not the vory •xistencc of a 
Freedmen's Bureuu prove it? Is not that 
established partly because the control of 
the master being removed, some other 
control must be substituted in its place? 
The General's report, intentionally or 
not, and modestly as it is written, is a 
thorough condemnation of the whole 
Hadical f>olicy, and so Sumner felt it when 
he denounced it as a "whitewashing."

serve order. Of the presence of colored 
troops in the South, he says: 

The good of the country requires that the 
force kept in the interior, where there are 
many iiccduien, should all be white 
troops. The reasons for this are obvious. 
Without mentioning many of them, the 
presence of black troops, lately slaves, 
demoralizes labor, both by their advice 
and furtiishiuir, in their camps, a resort 
for the freedmen lor long distances 
around the country. 

The white troops generally excite no 
opposition, and thereforo a small number 
ot them cau maintain order in a given 
district. 

Colored troops must be kept in Ixxlies 
sutlicient to defend themselves. 

It is not the thinking men who would 
do violence toward any class of troops 
sent among'them by the General Govern- 
ment ; but the ignorant in some places 
might, and tbe late slave, too, who 
might be induced, with the idea that the 
property of his late master should by 
right belong to him, at least should have 
uo protection lrom the eolorcd soldiers. 
There is danger of collision being brought 
on by such causes. 

This evidence, confirmatory of the ex- 
pressed opinions of the Legislatures and 
Governors of the Southern States, and ot 
the press and correspondents, is conclu- 
sive. We cannot see bow anyone can re- 
ceive the report of the Lieutenant-General 
and find any use for negro soldiers in the 
South. The same reasons that make it 
absolutely necessary that the troops in tbe 
interior should all be white, compel the 
belief that none but white troops arc ol 
use anywhere. Lnlior is as much demor- 
alized in the coast cities by negro troops 
as in the interior, and the recommenda- 
tion that tbey should be posted in large 
liodies'Dnly, shows that their mere pres- 
ence creates such dissatisfaction that num- 
bers are needed for their own self-protec- 
tion. Soldiers who are kept to take care 
ol themselves, and not of the country, are 
a curse. Numbers, (General Grant says 
expressly, are not needed in a white force, i the Courier. In its Monday's issue it 



titat tbey think is required by the Govern 
meal and is not humiliating to them as 
oitizena, and that if such a course was 
pointed out they would pursue it in good 
taith.

vote was cast at the Senatorial election, and it ap- 
pears that those persons who appeared at the polls 
and actually offered to vote were, in almost every 
instance, permitted to vote, and that the Votes of 
ihe three soldiers referred to were thrown out by 
the board to compare the polls, they do not feel au- 
thorized to report in favor of vacating the seat of 
the sltUng Senator. 

While the committee are of opinion that the Sen- 
ate should unhesitatingly refuse a seat to any mem- 
ber whose return they may have reason to believe 
was procured by military interference or any Illegal 
means whatever, or in any case where the electiou 
was not "free and equal," they are, at the same 
time, satisfied that such a power should be exercised 
with great caution, and In no spirit of partisanship. 
They, therefore, recommend to the Senate the 
passage of the following resolution :

Now, if negro soldiers are injurious in 
the interior because they demoralize la- 
bor; if they must muster in large num- 
bers to take care of themselves, we would 
like to know of what use they are. They 
were not considered valuable oil the 
Texan frontier, and were rapidly muster- 
ed out, the main force retained being 
white men.

The Journal is very ignorant if it sup- 
poses that regulating the punishments 
under the law is a part of the duty of the 
fudiciary. It belongs to the legislative 
department to define punishments, the 
judicisry only declares the guilt or inno- 
cence 01 the parties according to the law. 
It has no right if the penalty is a fine, to 
inflict the penitentiary, and an alteration 
of the penalty for an offense is no Inter- 
ference with the judiciary. The Journal 
in its ignorance introduces this quibble: 

The Democrat, making its principles of 
universal application, should urge the 
amending of our State Constitution — or 
charter — so that the decisions of our re- 
spective courts shall be referred back to 
the people for ratification or rejection. 
ThaCs th/ true "Democratic" mode of set- 
tling questions of law. 

This is no such thing. But if the courts 
were to decide that the penalty tor the in- 
fraction of a law was disfranchisement, 
as in this case, for example, and we or 
the people thought it wrong, we would 
favor referring th 1 law back to the people 
for alteration, or "ratlncatlon or rejec- 
• A case in point is the expatriation 
law recently repealed. We thought the 
penalty unjust. So did the Journal, and 
the Legislature repealed it. Was that 
"overturning the best system of judicia- 
ry?" And has the Journal, in advocating 
its repeal, been interfering with the Judi- 
ciary — a course which it so bitterly con- 
demns* 

The case under consideration Is precise- 
ly similar. We think the penalty of dis- 
franchisement accompanied by deposition 
unjust. We think that part of the penal- 
ty should be stricken off. If that inter- 
feres with the judicial power or the Board 
of Aldermen, then the repwtl of the expa- 
triation law interferes with the judicial 
power of the courts of Kentucky. The 
Journsl can fuse the power to declare 
what is law with the power to make laws. 
The Aldermen cantry and inflict punish- 
ment under the amended charter just as it 
always could. The only difference 
touches the measure of punishment to be 
inflicted.

ARGUMENT OF MR. ELLIOTT. 

The sole question to be determined by 
yon is Ihe intention of the Mayor. If the 
"proceedings were defective, why did not 
tbe counsel for tbe delense take advan 
tage of it at once, and sweep the chsrge 
off by one fell swoop. Corporations are 
in many respects, like individuala. If I 
promise to sell you anything, and you 
accept, it becomes a contract, and the 
same with corporations. Mr. Elliott read 
fidiii f'hittyon contracts In substantiatior 
«f the shrive fact. It in the dnty of the 
Mayor when a contract is to be entered 
into on tbe part of tbe city, iq sign the 
same, and have the f>nal of the city affix 
ed. The charter says that the Mayor shall 
perform such other duties ss msy be im- 
posed upon him by ordinance, and I con- 
tend that this means that he shall perform 
all duties w/hether by ordinance or resolu- 
tion, ( Here Mr. Herbert, a member ofthe 
court, interrupted Mr. Elliott, and con 
tended that tne charter did provide for 
resolution ns well as ordinance; but Mr 
Elliott ooqld not find it. Herbert Mil 
> ont' ndt*l tliat it was there. — Reporter)- 
Ho contended that it was not tbe inten- 
tion of the Legislature to confine the 
duties of the Mayor to such acts as might 
be preserilred by ordinance. It is the duty 
of the Msyor to execute contracts when 
ordered to do so by a resolution of the 
Council. The charges here are not an im- 
peachment. 

I may here say that they were drawn 
up by me, though reluctantly, and I was 
\fr\ parnectLsr in doing the same. It is 
vour duty to try any charges that tnavbe 
brought against the Mayor by the Com- 
mon Council. His removal from office 
by you docs not imply crime. To say 
that* you cannot remove the Mayor with- 
out you get out a mandamus, is (I do not 
-;iv it in any disrespect), an idle remark. 
If yo» hud the Mayor guilty, and remove 
him from office, there is no stigma attach- 
ed to the Mayor. There are others as 
much intereste^l in thin easeas the Mayor 
The Mayor in his veto did not say one word 
of frauil, and the Council, as they prop- 
erly had a right to do, passed it over bis 
veto. I would not harm one hair of Mayor 
Tomppert's head, but I will not leave one 
stone unturned,

SENATE. 
Washington, Dec. 20. 
Mr. Wade, from the Committee on Ter- 
ritories, reported favorably a bill to give 
the consent of Congress to the annexation 
of Bucklev and Jefferson, Virginia, to the 
State ot Western Virginia. 

Mr. Morrill, from the Committee on the 
Department of Columbia, reported favor 
Hbly on the bill to regulate the elective 
| franchise in the District of Columbia, 
with amendments, one of which modifies 
j the privilege bv restricting it to those who 
shall lx> able to read the- Constitution of 
the United States in the English lan- 
guage, and write his name. A new sec- 
tion is inserted, prescribing a penalty of 
| rive thousand dollars and imprisonment, 
not exceeding one year, for wilfully re- 
IwovtoffOT refusing to receive the vote of 
any person eutitletl to that right. 

Mr, Wilson called up the Senate bill to 
maintain the freedom of the inhabitnnt- 
in the States declared in rebellion by the 
proclamation of the President of July 
Nt, IBfoV It aliolished all laws, statutes, 
acts, ordinances, rules and regulations, 
which make inequalities in rights and 
immunities on account of distinction, or 
difference of rule, race or descent. 

Mr. Sumner— When I think of what 
occurred in this chain lie r yesterday, when 
I call to mind the attempt to whitewash 
the unhappy condition of the rebel States 
at this time, through months of olBcial 
obligation over the sickening and heart- 
leiiilinir outrages, where human rights 
are sacrificed, and barbarism receives a 
new letter of license, I feel as if I ought 
to speak of nothing else to-day. 
' Sir, I Mo 'd here long ago in the days 
of Kansas when a small community was 
surrendered to the machinations of tin 
slave master, and now I stand here alas! 
while an immense region with millions ol 
population is surrendered to the inachiua- 
tions'of the slave master. It belongs to 
Congress to arrest this fatal fury. Con- 
gress must learn to be brave aiid to Is? 
hist, but I it in not willing to be diverti il 
fr..m lliepreciae question Is-f.ireihe Senate 
although I shall uattirully 'antl legally 
pass in view the condition ot the rebel 
Slates. 

The chair Mian est ed that the question 
btoVtn the Senate was the motion to refer 
the bill to the Juiliciary Committee, anil 
ou this motion a discussion of the merits 
ol the bill was not in order. 

Mr. Trumbnll suggcsied that Mr. Sum- 
ner be jiermii ted to proceed, and no ob- 
jection was made. 

Mr. Sumner continued his remarks on 
the bill before the Senate. All, he said, 
must ngree that it was an excellent meas- 
ure; it undertakes nothing more than the 
assurance of equality betore the law. 
winch it is assumed fs essential to come 
forward and maintain the proclamation 
of emancipation, to which the National 
Noveriimeiit is pledged. The words ol 
the proclamation no one can forget. They 
read th.it the slaves shall, from this time 
hence orth, lie tree, and the Executive, 
with Um military and naval authorities 
shall maintain them in their freedom. 
This is your pledge, which has gone be- 
fore the world. It goes wherever the 
limiU of your Republic extends and it is 
as sacred as your National life. 

Wherever that flag tl bats, and as long 
as. this Republic endures, that pledge is 
Rwcredly to be observed. Sir, shall we 
see that pledge is preserved. Is it to be 
ttoiBinitted to States. No sir. Preserved 
that pledge must be by the National Gov- 
ernment which made it, which gave it 
freedom and solemnity, and promised to 
maintain that freedom. 

Mr. Sumner read a number of extracts 
from Southern corresponnents of the Bos- 
ton Advertiser and other papers, and from 
private letters received by him from reli- 
able parties in the South, to show the dis- 
loyal sentiment of the Southern people, 
and the cruelty with which the freedtnen 
are being treated in the late rebellious 
States. In conclusion, he called upon the 
Senate to pass this bill, or any other bill | 
calculated to secure justice for freedmen. 

Mr. Saulsbury wished to make one re- 
mark. There seemed'to be an apprehen- 
sion in souiequarters that the Democratic 
part v was again to come in lorce through 
the present executive; there was already 
an opposition party springing up from 
llie ranks of the Republicans. He could 
sav to the President that he ought to 
stand firm by this policy, and that if he 
continued in' that policy, two millions of 
I'nitlit'ul men in the North would support 
him, although they did not vote for him, 
and would welcome the contest whenever 
it came.

with a patrol. The General acknowl- 
•■dgesth" hearty support of most ot the 
department commanders in organizing 
and carrying out the plans of the bureau. 
The tenure of the Bureau upon abtndon- 
ed property is retrurded by som* as (hat 
possessed by au actual owner, except that 
said property may be restored by 
cninpetent auihority to its former owner. 
A small antl comparitively insignifi- 
cant amount of property is used as 
'junrters for teachers and officers con- 
nected with the Bureau and hospitals. 
With these exceptions all property in the 
hands of the Bureau is held as a means 
of revenue by order of the President. 

The work of restoration has progressed 
very rapidly, and it is probable that 
when the war terminates little or no pro- 
perty will remain under the control of 
the Bureau. By this policy of restora- 
tion, the expectation <»f freedmen 
that land would l>e assigued to them, 
have been disappointed, and a difficulty 
has arisen thoreby that has been over- 
come with comparative ease. Much em- 
barrassment, and much actual Buttering 
has resulted for the restoration of proper- 
ty in use, and much more will result 
from tbe curtailment of the Bureau. 
About one five-bundredths of the amount 
of land in insurrectionary States has even 
been held, and the plan of assigning it to 
freedmen has been carried out. Tbe Bu- 
reau would have been able to furnish an 
acre per family. Experience has shown, 
as a general rule, that it is better to leave 
the price of labor to be regulated by the 
demand. 

Schools have been established but the 
hostility of the white people to them is 
undisguised. Congress, when it created 
tbe Bureau, made no appropriation to de- 
fray its expenses. It has however receiv- 
ed "funds from miscellaneous sources to 
the amount of $498,3o3, deducting the 
amount held aareUdned bounties tll5,'236, 
and lutlance on band Oct. 31st, 1865; avail- 
able to meet liabilities f313,79u. The 
amount held as claimed bounty is merely 
held in trust for colored soldiers or their 
families. The breaking up of the old 
plantation system has necessarily left the 
sick with little or no medical provision. 
As soon as they can earn money and be- 
come better versed than now in the order 
of self-port they will doudtless secure 
necessary aid. 

From information derived from various 
reports of military officers, inspectors, 
and assistant commissioners, General
